See No ‘American ization’ 
In German Motor Industry 


ERLIN, June 22.—The rather 

striking industrial recovery of 
Germany after the war and the 
early post-war period has given 
rise to much speculation here as 
to the “Americanization” of busi- 
ness life, especially in the automo- 
bile field. 

While it is true that considerable 
improvement has been achieved, | 
particularly in the more efficient 
use of factory and office labor, to) 
which the introduction of more 
modern equipment has largely con- 
tributed, it is hardly reasonable to 
expect the German motor industry, 
business and traffic to approach 
American proportions within a very 
long time. 

At the present time Germany has 
one motor vehicle (four-wheeled) 
per 196 inhabitants, comparing with 
one per five in the United States. 
There are two principal reasons for | 
the different degree of popularity of | | 
automobiles. Firstly, Germany is 


approximately the size of Texas, but | 


| the average density of railroad mile- 
|age on the basis of area is higherJ 


than in: the United States. Hence, | 


| the maximum distance to be trav- 


eled between any two points in Ger- 
many is hardly more than 600 miles, 
but with most of the traffic center- 
ing along the Rhine, in Saxony and 
Prussia not much farther east than 
Berlin, the average railroad trip 
hardly exceeds 300 miles. 

Between cities and towns of any 
importance, railroad service is fully 
satisfactory, considering the busi- 
ness character of Germany and the | 
value of time there. On the other 
hand, long-distance travelers have 
a number of safe, fast and efficient 
aerial lines at their disposal without 
having to pay excessively high rates | 
for that service.

According to the stories pub- 
lished, the new Ford line includes 
six body types, ranging from the 
touring car at $450 f. o. b. De- 
troit, to the feur-door sedan and 
coupe at $490; there is a sport 
roadster at $460, cabriolet at $470 
and two-door sedan at $480. A 
wide choice of color combinations 
will be given, all finish being 
scratchproof pyroxylin work. 

Comparing these prices with the 

last prices in force on the Model T, 
the sedan represents a reduction of 
$15 in the case of the Tudor and 
$55 on the Fordoor. The new coupe 
is listed $5 higher than the old, the 
touring car has been increased $70 
and the sport roadster price is just 
$100 higher than the Model T road- 
ster. The cabriolet style is a new 
one in the Ford line. 

According to these reports, the 
new Ford will be a four-cylinder 
34 h. p. car built on a 104-inch 
wheelbase, with standard gear- 
shift transmission, road-speed 
range up to sixty miles an hour, 
and fuel economy of thirty to 
thirty-five miles per gallon. 
Equipment is unusually complete 
for the price class and is said to 
include four-wheel brakes, Hou- 
daille shock absorbers, starter, etc. 
and able to accelerate the car 
from 5 to 30 m. p. h. in 30 sec- 
onds. The new engine, it is said, 
is designed to operate at 2,400 r. 

= * 

Among the features of the engine 
is an electric generator built along 
lines somewhat resembling power- 
house dynamo design; another un- 
usual detail is the employment of 
tandem flywheels, one being mount- 
ed on each end of the crankshaft. 
Pressure lubrication and an

The transmission provides three 
forward speeds and one reverse, 
roller bearings being used in the 
mounting of the shafts. Front and 
rear axles are heavier proportioned 
than heretofore. 

Four-wheel mechanical brakes, 
with two shoes on each of the four 
drums, afford a total braking sur- 
face of 144 square inches. These 
brakes, of internal-expanding 
type, were designed by Henry Ford 
himself, according to the reports,

speedier and more powerful lines. 

Transverse type springs are used, 
described by the report as “similar 
to those in use on expensive foreign 
cars.” No indication is given as to 
the overall length and height of the 
cars, nor the road clearance of the 
chassis. 

Standard equipment is stated to 
include five wire wheels, speedom- 
eter, windshield cleaner, gasoline 
and oil gauges, and ammeter. 


N. W. Ayer & Son, advertising 
agent, issued the following state- 
ment on behalf of Edsel Ford:— 
“I have just had brought to my 
attention a statement issued by a 
news bureau purporting to give 
the details of designs and equip- 
ment of the new model Ford 
automobile. Any statement of 
this sort at this time is unauthor- 
ized and apt to be misleading. No 
statement as to the details of new 
cars has been made by the Ford 
Motor Company and none can be 
made at this time. As a matter 
of actual fact, the specifications 
for the new models are not yet 
complete, and it would be impos- 
sible for any one, even in the Ford 
| organization, to discuss them with 
| accuracy and with authority.”
